What does the telephone 
company have in mind ? 


Two main points. One is to 
improve the service over ex­ 
isting lines. The other is to 
extend telephone service to 
families not reached by exist­ 
ing lines. 


What are some of the new 
ideas for farm telephone 
service ? 


One that has a lot of promise 
is to send telephone conver­ 
sations over electric power 
lines. An o t h e r is a new, 


stronger telephone wire that 
requires fewer poles and has 
greater resistance to storms. 
A third is a radiotelephone 
system to reach people in 
remote spots. 


Is telephone service over 
power lines now practical ? 


Yes. Bell telephone scientists 
began working on it in 1938 
and started field tests with the 
REA in 1940. Before the war 
interrupted, it was clear that 
a suitable system could he 
produced; 


The postwar farm telephone 
job will be big. But the com­ 
bination of telephone research 
and the know-how of prac­ 
tical telephone men is the best 
key to progress.

THE FUTILITY OF SIN 


(Continued from Last Week) 


Iii the article last week we concluded with this thought. 
“There is not one good thing in life that cannot be found in the 
storehouse of God. The only things on the devil’s shelves that even 
seem to be good are spoiled goods!” In this writing we wish to ex­ 
tend these thoughts. 


The devil has only damaged goods— soiled, abused, contra­ 
band. Adam gained knowledge, which proved a handicap; but think 
of some of the things that he lost: fellowship with God, the gar­ 
ments of innocence which had been so becoming, his position as 
the Lord’s gardener, his voice, his home, his joy, his time, and his 
eyesight. 
Ile had lost face and influence, even with himself. 
Blinded by his sin, he could not find God, bub ran away and hid. He 
was locked out of his home. And there has not been a new thought 
in sin in all these centuries. It still runs the same vicious cycle. 
Men still prefer darkness to light, because their deeds are evil. 
Thousands of years later John catalogues sin, and there has not 
been a change in stock since the first price list was circulated in 
the Garden of Eden. (I John 2:16) “ For all that is in the world, 
the lust of the flesh and the lust of the eyes abd the vainglory of 
life, is not of the Father, but is of the world.” 


Men become dissatisfied with sin< when they realize the tre­ 
mendous cost in health, -wealth, and peace of mind. The only way 
to escape the excessive burden of sin is to stop sinning. Even di­ 
vine forgiveness does not wipe out the sufferings for the sins al­ 
ready committed, except in terms of peace of mind. 
The conse­ 
quences in terms of health and wealth must still be met. 


Although ours has been a comparatively peaceful nation, 
Americans have been paying for wars throughout their history. 
War alone is a stupendous cost of sin. 
If warfare were forever 
eliminated, it would take at least a thousand years for Americans 
to liquidate their present war indebtedness. Yet., instead of the war 
teaching men the futility of sin, it is attended by, and will be fol­ 
lowed with, sensational tides of new investments in sin! 


5. Sin is Deceptive. 
From the above «omoderations it is clear 
that the man who sins is deceived. Some are easily deceived. The 
crime of sin is always an inside job. But so deceitful is sin that no 
man should think himself safe. “Let him that thinketh he standeth 
take heed lest he fall.” 
Even the good are taken in by its many 
wiles. There is not a more beautiful instance of faithful loyalty 
recorded than that of1 the young prophet who went down and proph­ 
esied against the altar of false worship at Bethel; yet, all it took 
was the selfish desire to commend a good act, upon the part of a 
prophet who did not himself have the courage to stand for the 
truth, to deceive the young man and achieve his undoing. The inci- 
demt is given for the very purpose of impressing men with the re­ 
sponsibility of not being deceived. The young man was good; he 
was faithful; he was brave; but he allowed himself to be deceived. 
Paul says, Be not deceived; ye reap what ye sow— regardless of 
who furnished the seed! 


6. Sin is Suicidal. 
Go find the witch of Endor and get her to 
call up the spirit of Haman. He set a trap for his neighbor, and 
he not only missed the joy of seeing his enemy hanged upon the 
scaffold be* had prepared for him, but he got himself hanged upon 
it instead. Judas does not need to testify. He demonstrated his 
testimony. Every act of sin is a step in the direction of suicide, 
and not no rely in that direction— a partially achieved success! 


7. Siti ii Insanity. 
Ask Balaam if his inordinate d* sire for 
the rewards of Bulak did not carry him beyond the bounds of rea­ 
son. But Peter tells us that a dumb ass spake and stayed his mad­ 
ness! (II Pet. 2:10) It was when the prodigal son “came to him­ 
self” —it was in a sane moment— that he determined to return to 
his father’s house. Every act of sin weakens the mind and streng­ 
thens the mastery of evil. 


COMMON DENOMINATORS 


There are many things which, can be affirmed of sin, and every 
example of sin, where the effects are traced, illustrates each truth 
affirmed. Sin has many common denominators. It involves one in 
failure, in deception, in excessive expense, in foolish actions, which 
may lead on to insanity and even to suicide. And if persisted in 
until death certainly to Hell forever. The facts are indisputable; 
what will we do about it?
